This does not require any 
approval from the United States as 
the additional sum simply -will be 
credited to the debt incurred before 


.. and after the armistice. But the fact 


thta the total sum paid this year will 
amount to §30,000,000 which is what 
the Mellon-Berenger agreement, pro- 


- vides for 1927 is significant. 


It means that the French govern- 


ment wants to comply with the terms 
of "the agreement during the early 
years at least. It is.recognized that

POLICY IS KNOWN 


The policy of the French govern 


ment has been knoun here for some 
time but American officials, of course 
could not comment on it or even in 
dicate in advance that they would 
allow it in any way to influence theii 
judgment with respect to the necessi 
ty of ratifying the Mellon-Berenger 
agreement. This is. ponding in the 
American congress too, but the lead 
crs there feel that action can be de 
layed until the French 
parliamenl 


acts. The probability that an attempt 
to act on the agreement would mean 
protracted debate at the short sessioi 
of congress vvith no practical effec 
because the French had not ratified 
influenced the leaders to defer consid 
eration until the December session 


It seems certain that the agrcemen 


will be ratified by the American con 
gress but there remains considerable 
doubt as to' what the French parlia 
ment will do.

JAPAN AND DISARMAMENT 
Japan has received President Coo- 


lidge's move to reduce naval armaments ' 
with the "utmost cordiality. It is even 
more outspoken in favor of a special naval 
conference than is Great Britain. "'Our at- 
titude in this matter." says Premier 
Wakatsuki. ''is not ambiguous, nor is it 
cloaked in diplomatic technicalities. As 
you Americans say, our cards are on the 
table. We are ready to discuss disarma- 
ment in any fair and equitable conference 
at any place in the world." The premier 
goes on to express his admiration of 
President Coolidgc's "sincerity" in pro- 
posing a new five-power conference, de- 
claring that his "human mind" is one the 
Japanese can thoroughly understand. He 
points out the fact that America, "the 
richest country in the world, can build 
ten times the number of auxiliaries it is 
possible for any other nation to con- 
struct." 
Therefore, he Wolds, the presi- 


dent of the United States must be acting 
in the cause of humanity. 


Premier Wakatsuki, after thus lauding 


the motives of the United States, makes 
an interview with the Associated Press 
. the -opportunity to assert that "Japan is 


not how, nor has it been, arming for war 
with any other country in the world." 
He says that while there has been much 
loose talk about America and Japan be- 
ing potential enemies, it is 'mostly the 
chatter of ignorant absurdity. ''Never/' 
he says, ''was there a time in the history 
of the relations of Japan and America 
when the countries were closer together 
both commercially and politically."' While • 
there has been divergence of opinion re- 
garding immigration and other matters, 
he ridicules the idea that this should " 
make the two nations enemies", or that it 
forecasts a future war between them..He 
also points to the fact that America is 
Japan's best customer, and one does .not 
fight one's best customer. 
' 


Our militarists and our ''yellow peril- 


ists" will make light of these protesta- 
tions of amity and esteem. They will say 
they are a cloak for malevplerice. a wolf in 
sheep's clothing. We must have a power- 
ful navy to protect us against the ma- . 
chinations of this Oriental'foe. For the 
last twenty years they have been preach- 
ing war with Japan. They will have noth- 
ing else. Yet the facts are on the side of 
peace, and on the side of Japanese good " 
will, they and the Dohcnys and the 
Doheny lawyers to the contrary not- 
withstanding. Our presidents have known 
more about our relations with Japan than 
our politicians and alarmists, and 
their 


policies have been governed by an expec- 
tation of peace. 
They have never seen 


these war scares as a reality. It is to be 
hoped the time is near at hand when the 
American people will take a more ration- 
al and amiable view of Japan, and lend 
their moral support to executive policies.

j first sex knowledge (good or bad) was 9M- years and 
.the average use at which boys receivc'uroper in-' 
struction on this subject from their parents, teach- 
ers, 
physical 
directors, pastors. ScoutHcaders or 


other reputable sources was 15JJ years, so that as 
a rule boys were properly instructed six vears too 
late.

SHAW'S 
SPIRITUAL, 


PARENTAGE 


Bernard Shaw was the son of a 
bachelor 
and 
he 
had no mother. 


Sounds cryptic and it does not of 
course refer to the physical Bernard 
Shaw, the man with flowing white 
whiskers and Mephistophelean eyes, 
but to the mind of Bernard Shaw, the 
ideas that he has made current in the 
world during the 70 years of his pro- 
vocative life. 


The bachelor 
father 
of 
Bernard 


Shaw's mind was Samuel Butler, the 
author of "Erewhon" 'and "The Way 
of All Flesh." Recently in an address 
4'rofcgsor Thomas E. Rankin of the 
TTnive'rslty ' of 'Michigan 
described 


Shaw's debt 'to Butler and although 
the fact is well known it is worth re- 
peating here. It is one of the most 
interesting facts in prescntday Eng- 
lish 'literature.' 


There is no doubt about it. It was 


Shaw himself 
who 
told tho world 


about it, so it is not the usual charge 
that is often brought against authors 
that they are imitating 
some 
one 


else. 
Tn fact it is more subtle than 


mere imitation. A son who is describ- 
ed as a chip from the old block, does 
not imitate his father; he probably 
has a mind of his own but it has a 
cast given it by the parent. 
That is 


a rough illustration of the relation 
between 
the minds of Butler 
and 


Shaw. 


Samuel Butler, as was justly point- 


ed out by Professor Rankin, was one 
of the most original, thinkers in the 
English speaking world during 
the 


19th 
century. He died in 1902. Any- 


one who has not read "Erewhon" and 
' The "Way; of AH Flesh" has over- 
looked the most penetrating thought 
of a great ago. But millions o£ even 
well educated people have, not read 
these books 'and, as also pointed out 
by Professor Rankin, many still con- 
fuse tho 19th century Samuel Butler 
with thevSamuel Butler who wrote 
"Hudibras" in the days of Charles 
II.But that does not mean that Sam- 
uel Butler's ideas have been lost. On 
the contrary, they are among: the best 
known ideas current in-the world to- 
day. 
But most people knew 
them 


through Bernard Shaw and a number 
of other writers almost as famous 
who have given them currency. When 
they read a socalled highly original 
1-lay of Shaw's, people exclaim at its 
originality. 
They have 
said again 


and again, when such plays as "Man 
and Superman" appeared, that here 
was a writer who followed a higliway 
of thought ot his own and that 
he 


owed, nothing to the past. 
But 
all 


the fundamental ideas ot "Man and 
Superman" and of most of the other 


where most of Shaw's thunder,came 
"rom. 


Butler was an. absolutely original 


thinker in, so far ma any man can be 
original. 
Shaw is a man of great 


power and ono who understands how- 
to give original ideas the form that 


11 make them •Acceptable to the mil- 


lions but he is not one of the select 
company of original thinkers. It is 
to his credit that he selected the 
thought of a great mind for his ma- 
terial and not that of a secondary 
mind. 
That alone is praise ' enough. 


And it is also his credit that he did 
not appropriate the ideas without giv- 
ing credit. 


Butler lacked what_ Shaw possesses 


to a marked degree, the ability to put 
the punch into his ideas 
that will 


make them carry to the minds of oth- 
ers. 
Toward the end of bis life he 


made a table of the financial balance 
of his books and he discovered he had 
lost money on every 'one of them with 
the exception of "Erewhon." ("The 
Way of All Flesh" was published a£- 
ter his-death.) 


Samuel Butler lacked the knack to 


wake his ideas popular. 
He was 


without that admixture of hokum that 
even the great artist and the great 
thinker needs to make himself heard, 
tho theatrical tricks that even 
the 


great orator has to employ to impress 
his audience. Ho was like a scientist 
who discovers orginial scientific prin- 
ciples and couches them in words that 
only scientists can understand; along 
conies a man with a. secondary mind 
but with the power to adapt himself 
to the needs of the crowd and wins 
the reputation of being a great scien- 
tist, while the one from .whom he ob- 
tained his ideas remains 
unknown.- 


That is about the relation between 
Bernard Shaw and Samuel Butler.
